Itis a pleasant thing te- make a foreign 
tour through lands full of historic interest. 
even if one can only make it through the 
pages of an illustrated magazine. How 
many there are, even in this age of travel, 
who can go abroad only in this way. This 
traveling by proxy. while not quite as de- 
sirable and fully satisfactory as the genuine 
reality, has yet its advantages. 

First, there are no expenses connected 
with it further than the small outlay for the 
purchase of the magazine. You have no 
anxiety about your wardrobe; no thought 
as to when the ship will sail; no trouble 
with railroad officials or custom-house offi- 
cers; no fears about being left, and no 
wo about stopping-places or accommo- 
dations. You 1 Where you are taken 
without a word or a thought of care. There 
is nothing for you todo but to retire to a 
quiet corner and turn the pages of the mag- 
azine and look through the eyes of the 
writer at the scenes which he has visited 
and which he so vividly depicts. 

Aud not alone is the pen of the ready 
writer at your service to help you in this 
journey, but the pencil of the artist br 
to you the full and correct outline of 
places described. It is the very spot in 
miniature. 

With a hittie help from 2 ee 
added towhat the artist and the writer 
have done, you can faithfully picture it all. 
True, the light, the warmth and the color- 
ing of the actual may be missing from the 

icture, but a quick fancy can supply all of 

1 add, as well, the sounds of ordi- 


nary life. 

In addition, the writer with whom we 
take our journeying may be able to look 
with a larger and more intelligent vision 
than ourown upon the scenes which we 
visit with him. e may have morerof his- 
torical knowledge of the countries and the 

laces where he takes us; a richer scientific 
nsight into the plant world and the geo- 
logic love of these new lands; a greater 
familiarity with their literature and their 
people. All ot this will be of advantage to 
us, and tend to counterbalance auy loss 
that we are inclined to feel is ours in not 
being able to visit in propria persona the 
pinces which interest us.

In the little life which now pervades its 
shores one may daily see repeated the refer- 
ences made to it by the simple records of 
evangelist—the casting of nets; the abund- 
ant supply of fish; the scattered flocks; the 
sheep which follow the good shepherd; 
the lilies of the field in abundance; the sea, 
often tempestuous, and all the old-time 
natural surroundings. But the evidencés 
that art once lent its generous and powerful 
aid to make the shores of Galilee one of the 
en spots of the world are now but few 
and hard to find. War, pestilence, earth- 
quake, time, have all contributed to the sur- 
rounding scenes of ruin. The eastern side 
is now infested by Bedouins, whose homes 
are among the ruins of Bozrah, and who are 
as remorseless invaders as any who lived in 
the time of Gideon.” 

And then I turn a leaf and in miniature I 
see this scene which he has described 
drawn also by the pencil of the artist. On 
the high, desolate banks are the flocks. The 
sea walls are bare. There is no — upon 
the sea which was once a “focus of life and 
activity.“ Its ancient ys and the 
booths of the humble fishermen have all 
vanished. Far off across the plain is the 
long line of the Jordan rushing on to 
the silence of the Dead Sea, which is beyond. 
Imagination takes me back, as I stand 
there, to the time when a mighty 
nation crossed between its  divinely- 
lifted walls of waters, 
to see if somewhere in the pic- 
ture, in the far distance, I may not discern 
a trace of Nebo's lonely mountain,” where 
stood the e and prophet of Israel alone 
in the awful silence, scanning with moe 
eye the land which his eyes might see but 
his feet never enter. It is a sol plain 
as we see it here, the quiet flocks the only 
sign of life, with no waving palms or olive 
dropping a shadow upon its sands. The

hile I look w.th eager eye at the pic- 
ture which imagination magnifies until the 
scene covers a wide area, my traveling com- 
panion of the Century“ speaks again, and

seventeen miles long, and from six to nine 
miles broad, and environed by the retirin 
hills, during three years the most 
scenes of were enacted— scenes 
which still make this the most sacred of all 
l As the descent over the 
soon y 
frequently altogether out of sight. The 
crater-like depression seems to dee ; the 
mountains round about appear grow 
higher and to fall further back from the 
shores. The last thousand feet are through 
narrow, rocky pathways of steep descent, _ 
whiten lead one to the shore near the hot 
springs below Tiberias. A large structure 
is located there, into which comes pouring 
from the mountain-side four impulsive 
streams of hot, sulphurous water, the bulk 
of which is arrested by a canal and led into 
a huge basin. The overflow empties into 
the lake.“ 

I turned to another page and look upon 
Tiberias from the Pouth.“ 

“A small, rude stone pler reaches a few 
feet out into the sea, near the hot springs. 
There the masters of the one or two boats 
which comprise the 22 navy of Galilee 
land their freight of fish and arrange for 
excursions. . An excursion may be 
easily made early in the morning, when the 
water is still as death, and allon the wes- 
tern shore is reflected—doubled and in- 
verted in the calm surface of the sea.” 

Slowly we travel on, viewing the scenes 
along the shore. We find the ruins of an- 
cient cities. er speaks to us of 
the crumbling touch of time, and we find 
ourselves asking is there no balm in

The Details of the Street-Car Acci- 
dent Sworn to in Court- The Rall 
rord Company and Employes Not 
Oulpable. 


The ſuquest on the body of Vincenzo 
Cicirelli, the Italian laborer who was killed 
by falling under a street car at the corner of 
Alameda and New Main streets, was held 
yesterday at the undertaking rooms of Orr

sworn: I reside in Los Angeles. 1 am a 
street car driver by occupation.

THE VERDICT. 

After the hearing of the testimony of the 
different witnesses, the jury returned the 
following verdict: That the deceased came 
to his death from injuries received by being 
accidentally run over by a street car of the 
Los Angeles Cable Company, and that no 
blame is attached to said company or its 
employés.

In olden times many people actually 
prshiped the moon—at least I am told 
6, and I have no reason to doubt the fact, 
delng what those people in the olden times 
ere capable of doing. Worshiping the 
noon was decent compared to worshiping 
pes and geese, which they used to do on 
de banks of the Nile which flows through 
ush’d old Egypt,” according to Leigh 
aunt, who wasn’t tormented by importunate 
abs with yells for “backsheesh” when 
visited the country.

In the United States a large 
mber of these myths are believed, not 
nly by the uneducated, but also by people 
ho ought to have better sense, They are 
ostly Wray dled reminiscences of the old 
yths of the countries whence America was 
st settled, chiefly England. As we track 
heir origins down in different places many 
Urecallect, if they ever lived there, to 
ave heard them doled out as gems of wis- 
pm by the weather prophets; and the town 
acles of the rural districts, 

The English peasant considers it unlucky 
have no piece of silver money in his 
heket to turn for prosperity when he first 
sthe new moon. In Yorkshire the only 
ay of averting this fil omen is at once to 
een over head.

In Corn- 
wall, too the first money on market day is 
frequently spit on for good luck; and if 
silver, to be kept for “luck money,” to be 
shown: to the next moon and turned 
three times toward: the person who 
shows it. Three wishes are made while 
showing the money, which the wisher turns 
three times from the moon toward himself. 
To see the new moon through glass Indi- 
cates that one will break glass of some 
kind before the month is out. Mr. Raysen, 
writing in the East Anglian, tells of a re- 
spectable tradesman’s wife who dreaded 
seeing the new moon through glass, since 
her husband was sure afterward to spend 
most of his time at the public house. 

A more agreeable aspect of the moon’s 
phases is the quantity oflove omens and 
divinations derived therefrom. Thus, in 
Berkshire and other counties, at the first 
appearance of a new moon young women 
go into the field, and, while looking up at 
it, repeat the following rhy me: 

Grant thie night chat i may sce 
He who my true love is to be.“ 

After this they return with the frm con- 
viction that before the following morning 
their fature husbands will appear to them 
in their dreams, There are several varieties 
of this superstition. One consists in look - 
ing at the first new moor of the year 
through a silk handkerchief which has 
never been washed, at the same time using 
this incantation: 


Now moon, new moon, I hail thee! 
New moor, new moon, be kind to - aay 
If I marry man, or man marry m 

Show me how many moons it will b 


AS many moons as the person sees 
through the handkerchief—the threads mul- 
tiply them to the vision—indicate the num- 
ber of years she will remain unmarried. 
Again, a correspondent of “Notes and 
Queries” tells us that, being on a visit to 
Yorkshire, he was much amused one even- 
ing to find the servants of the 
house excusing themselves for being 
out of the way when the 
bell rang, on the plea that they 
had been “hailing the first new moon of the 
year.“ This mysterious and eventful greet- 
ing was accomplished by means of a look- 
Ing-glass, in which the first sight of the 
moon was to be had, and the momentous 
object te be gained was the all-important 
secret as to how many years were to elapse 
before the marriage of the spectators. If 
one moon was in the glass, one year; if two, 
two years, and so on. In the case in ques- 
tion the maid and boy saw only one moon 
apiece. An old Devenshire admonition 
tells those who are anxious to gain an in- 
sight into futurity to take off one of their 
stockings when they first see the new moon 
of the new year, and run to the next stile. 
On their arrival they will find between two 
of their toes a hair which wich will be the 
color of their lover’s. In the north ef Eng- 
land and Scotland it is a prevalcnt belief 
that if a person on first catching glimpse of 
the new moon were instantly to stand still, 
kiss his hand three times and bow to the 
lunar orb, he would find something of 
value before the end of the next thirty days. 
In many place, also, it is considered lucky 
to see the new moon over the right shoul- 
der, but unlucky over the left; whereas, 
straight before one is said to prognosticate 
good fortune to the end of the month. 

One of the popular notions in vulgar 
philosophy is that of sympathy of growing 
and declining nature with the waxing and 
waning of the moon. Certain seeds are to 
be sowed in the wane, certain in the wax of 
the moon. In Devonshire it is a common 
idea that apples shrump up” if picked 
when the moon is waning. It is a Cornish 
notion that timber should be felledin the 
“bating’’ of the moon, because the sap is 
then down” and the wood will be more 
durable. In the same county, also, herbs 
for drying are gathered atthe full of the 
moon. likewise apples and pears, in order 
that they may retain their plumpness. 
Many also prefer to sow their garden and 
other seeds during the moon’s first quarter, 
from the idea that they will then germinate 
and grow stronger than on the decrease. 
In addition to agricultural operations the 
moon is supposed to exert a great influence 
uon humaa birth and the killing of 
animals for the table. In Cornwall, when 
a child is born in the interval between 
an old moon and the first appearance of 
a new one, it is said that it will never live 
tothe age of puberty. Hence the saying, 
“No moon, no man.“ In the same county, 
too, when a boy is born in the wane of the 
moon itis believed that the next birth will 
bea girl, and vice versa, and itis alse a 
prevalent belief that when a birth takes 
place on the “growing of the moon“ the 
next child will be of the same sex. In 
many places eggs are set under the hen at 
the new moon, and in Suffolk it is consid- 
ered unlucky to kill a pig on the waning 
moon, lest the pork should waste in boiling. 

Another piece of folk-lore associated with 
the moon is its supposed power to heal cer- 
tain diseases. Inthe south of England the 
May new moon is said to have a share in 
curing scrofulous complaints. -In Devon- 
shire the hair and nails should always be 
cut during the waning of the moon, and 
persons troubled with corns are recom- 
mended to cut them after the moon has 
been at its full. 

Another popular idea is that the weather 
changes with the moon’s quarters; although, 


of course, there is no truth in this piece of, 


vulgar astrology. That; educated people, 
as Dr. Tyler has truly pointed out, to 
whom exact weather records are not ac- 
cessible, should still find satisfaction in 
this fanciful lunar rule, is an interesting 
case of intellectual survival. Still, the 
fact remains, and, in every-day life, one of 
the most frequent remarks concerning wet 


weather is that it will, no doubt, change 
with the moon. In England a change ot 


the moon on Saturday is universally re- 
garded as a bad sign, and numerous 
proverbs to the effect abound; in Italy 
Wednesday is the unlucky one, while Ps 
the south of France Friday occupies the 
evil post. When the moon 1 
by a halo of watery clouds the seamen say 
there will be a change of weather, for the 
“moondogs” are about. A pale moon, also, 
is equally unfavorable. Shakespeare al- 
ludes to this in the Midsummer Night’s

Milton's description of this 
inauspicious reason will occur to most 


readers: 

“As when the sun new risen 
Looks th the horizontal misty air, 
Shorn of his ma, or fm bebind the moon 
In aim eclipse, disastrous twliight “a 
On bat the nations. 

The Romans supposed the moon's eclipse 
was the result of magical charms, to dispel 
which they had recourse to the sounding of 
brazen instruments. Shakespeare, alse, in 
his Tempest, mentions notions of 
witches being able to Influence the moon: 

“His mother was a witch; and one to strong 

t could contre the meon. 

The Chinese believe that during eclipses 
of the moon and sun these heavenly bodies 
are attacked by a mighty serpent, to drive 
which away they beat their gongs and 
brazen. drums—an opinion shared by the 
Turks. 

I shall close by citing, perhaps, the mon- 
Strous superstition connected with the 
moon. This was the conception of the 
mooncalf, an inanimate, shapeless mass, 
supposed to be engendered by the influence 
of the moon. Thus, in the Tempest, 
“Trinculo,” thinking“Calaban” a mooncalf, 
says: “I hid me under the dead moon- 
calf’s gaberdine.“ Drayton’s mooncalf, in 
his poem so named, is there supposed to be 
produced by the world itself in labor and 
engendered by an incubus. It it intended 
as u satire on the fashionable man of his 
time. But we have a better mooncalf than 
Drayton’s ip the modern dude.

Several of the plavers and sandpipers lose 
their dark and conspicuous markings. .The 
phalerope, whose summer attire is faced 
with red, comes to our shores in a delicate 
suit of white and gray. All these and many 
other changes, seen at their extreme in the 
ptarmigan, are no doubt meant as aids to 
concealment in a bare and wintry land- 
scape. 

It was well said by Bewick that at a little 
distance the woodcock appears “exactly 
like the withered stalks and leaves of 
ferns, stieks, moss and grasses, which form 
the background of the scenery by which it 
is sheltered in the moist and solitary re- 
treats.” Another bird of particularly quiet 
and imconspicuous plumage is the nightjar. 
A shy and retiring visitor, a very lare ar- 
rival from the South, she goes far afield to 
find a place where she may bring up her 
family without fear and interruption; and 
when she lies close among the stones of the 
hillside, or the dry grass of the upland pas- 
ture, screened by tall clumpsof bracken, 
she is hardly distinguishable from the 
ground. It is a red- letter day in the life of 
the young naturalist, when, for the first 
time, he dushes a nightjar from her eggs. 
Without a sound to betray her flight, she 
glides noiselessly away with apparent difli- 
culty, and settles on a neighboring tree, 
whence, perched along instead of across the 
bough, she watches the proceedings of the 
intruder. Should he follow her, fancying 
her te be laine or unable to fly afar, she will 
lure him on like a lapwing. Butif he has 
kept his eyes on the spot she rose from he 
may be fértunate enough to find at his feet, 
laid on the bare ground without a feather 
ora straw by way of nest, those two ex- 
quisite eggs, like white marble veined with 
soft shades of gray, which will rank among 
the fairest prizes in his cabinet. 

The colors of the lapwing are not much 
of a protection to her, but her eggs are 
often hard to find on the burnt grass with 
which they harmonize so well. All around 
are the brown gtretches of the moor, or, 
perhaps, the breezy level of the old Roman 
encampment. High overhead, against the 
blue April sky, sail the “wanton” lap- 
wings, on bread and whistling pinions. 
Now they turn overand over in the air, 
now they sweep down close at hand, now 
they alight at a distance and make believe 
to be visiting their eggs. Now they fly 
round with shrill cries of lament and pro- 
testation, leuder and more vehment as the 
steps of the intruder approaches the longed- 
for spoil. Finally they accompany him off 
the ground, exulting in his defeat poe their 
escape from plunder. 


The comparatively sober color of hen 
birds in general is no doubt to protect them 
from observation while sitting on their 
eggs. The cock bird always takes care of 
himself. Who has ever known the glossy 
mallard, or the handsome eider, stand by 
his wife and family at the approach of 
danger? He is off at once, while the sombre 
duck, full of anxiety, dees her best to hurry 
her brood into a place of safety. Just as 
decorative plumage pure and simple reaches 
its highest pitch in the adornment of the 
birds of paradise, so the extreme of con- 
trast is here presented between the male and 
female.

needs. These mixed languages are called 
Jargons,“ and havea very high interest 
to the scientific linguist, as illustrating the 
principles of the evolutio: of human 
speech. The English language is a jargon 
of marked type, and illustrates what was 
stated by W. von Humboldt early in this 
century, that from such crossings and 
mingling of tongues are developed the most 
sinewy aul picturesque examples of human 
language. This consideration shows that 
in adopting or framing a universal 
language we need not hesitate to muld it 
from quite diverse linguistic sources. 

The presence of a number of these jar- 
gons in different parts of the world testifies 
to the necessity of some ene simple form of 
discourse which could be of, general adop- 
tion. Another and higher testimony to the 
saine effect is the need, now frequently and 
loudly expressed, for a uniform terminology 
in the sciences. For many years it has 
been urged, both in this country and in Eu- 
rope, that the nevlogisms (new terms) re- 
quired by the sciences be derived, according 
to a uniform plan, from the Greek, and that 
those heretofore obtained from Greek or 
Latin be brought into one general form. 
There is no practical difficulty about this, 
except that which arises from the Chauvin- 
ism of some nations, which are blinded by 
egotism or narrow notions to the welfare of 
the whole. Nowhere is this Chauvinism more 
manifest than in Germany, a country once 
noted for its cosmopolitan sympathies, Its 
medical teachers, fur example, have of late 
studiously dismissed the terms of their 
science derived from the Latin and Greek, 
in order to substitute in their place long, 
awkward and inharmonious Teutonic com-

BURLIN BUDGET. 


Provisions of the Bill tor Increasing 
the Army. 

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—[ Copyright 1887 by the 
New York Associated Press.| The pre- 
amble of the new German military service 
bill is issued tonight. It sets forth that the 
German Ariny is composed of men whose 
liability to serve -in the active army 
extends over twelve years, while in the 
Russian Army the period is fifteen years 
and in France twenty years. Besides 
this, it must be considered,” says the pre- 
amble, that the geographical position of 
Germany exposes her to attacks by power- 
ful armies on her frontiers simultaneously. 
Her security lies in her strength, and this 
should be guarded more than it is at pres- 
ent. An end must be put to the existing 
uncertain condition of things. The Gov- 
ernment therefore expects that to secure 
the passage of the present bill will be suf- 
ficient to appeal to the patriotism of the 
German people. By the bill before the 
Reichstag the classes, formerly 
composing part of the landstrum, are placed 
in immediate readiness for any dangerous 
ewergency. The increased cost of admin- 
istration in augmenting the number of men 
who will have to answer the late call will 
not exceed 15,000 marks. The non-recur- 
ring expendituré incurred is estimated at 
$250,000 marks, and for the navy further 
measures are in contemplation.” 

The whole tone of this remarkable mani- 
festo suggests thatthe recent outburst of 
the official press over the massing of Rus- 
sian troops on the frontier, had something 
of a fictitious character. 

Prince Bismarck is known to have greatly 
hurt the chances for the immediate passage 
of the Landstrum bill, which the military 
press now estimates will add half a million 
of men to the effective force, in the event of 
mobilization. So the press tampaign, re- 
calling similar agitation preceding the sep- 
tennate vote, was incited, and will be sus- 
tained, until the bill passes. The concen- 
tration of Russian troops on the frontier at 
the present time is part of a long-concerted 
plan of the Russian War Office. They con- 
sider it to be necessitated by the special 
difticulties of Russian mobilizing. At the 
saine time, the presence of formidable 
masses of Russians within striking distance 
of the frontier, will be held by the Reichs 
as a justification for a complete reform o 
the military. 

Pesther Lloyd, in a pacific article, in- 
vites Russia to state her policy regardin 
Bulgaria, relying upon the disposition o 
the allied powers to meet Russia, and to 
maintain peace with a loyal observance of 
treaties. The article coincides with-a be- 
lief heldin high diplomatic quarters that 
Germany and Austria will compel Prince 
Ferdinand to abdicate if Russia will bring 
forward a suitable candidate for the Bulga- 
rian throne.

Tracing the Circulalion.—Starting with 
the idea that the hand varies sensibly 
in size with the amount of blood present in 
it atany moment, Prof. Mosso, the Italian 
phy siologist, has made some most interest- 

ng investigations. In his first experiments 
the hand was pl in a closed vessel of 
— when the change in the circulation 
5 roduced by the slightest action of body or 

rain, the smallest thought or movement, 

was shown by a rise or fall in the liquid in 
the narrow neck of the vessel. With a large 
balanee on which tlie honizontal human 
body may be poised, he has found that one’s 
thoughts may be literally weighed, and that 
even dreams, or effect of a slight sound 
during slumber, turn the blood to the brain 
sufficiently to sink the balance at the head. 

When the brain of the balanced on is 
relaxing from thought the flow is toward 
the feet, with a corresponding oscillation. 
The investigator has continue 
of the circu ation until it seems that he may 
almost read one’s thoughts and sensations. 

A tracing froma single pulse-beat shows 
him whether a person is fasting or not; two 
beats serve to determine whether the sub- 
ject is a thinking or heedless one, whether 
asleep or awake, cold or warm, agitated or 
calm.

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MRS. ROZELLE. 


EVIDENCE IN THU VITRIOL- 
POURING CASK ALL LN. 


A Convenient Shortness of Memory— 
The Remarkable Omission of the 
Prosecation—The Case to Be Ar- 
gued Tomorrow. — 


Yesterday morning Judge Cheney’s court 
was crowded with people anxious to hear 
the closing evidence in the trial of Mrs. 
Rozelle for vitriol pduring. The cross- 


' examination of Mrs. Rozelle not having been 


concluded on Friday, the case was opened 
yesterday by her taking the stand. She ap- 
peared calm and even confident. As Mie 
cross-examination was about to proceed, her 
counsel asked that Dr. Cohn's evidence as 
an expert be first taken, and 
DR. 1. E. COHN 
was sworn and took the stand. Hesaid: I 
live in Los Angeles. I have studied chemis- 
try. I am acquainted with the nature of sul 
phuric acid. I made some experiments yes- 
terday at the request of Col. Wells. Water 
immediately thréwn on sulphuric acid de- 
stroys the burning effect, the destroying 
of — acid becomes neutralized. 
or example: If you take a jar of sul- 
phurie acic ‘and add water to it, you could 
lace your finger in it without "experienc- 
ng.anything but heat. If you put your. 
finger into a jar of sulphuric acid and then 
immediately into a jar of water the effect 
of the acidon the tinger would be neutral- 
ized and nothing experienced but heat. If 
vitriol had been thrown on the human face 
and then water dashed on the face, it 
would depend upon the relative 1 
of each whether the face would be de- 
stroyed or not. When water was thrown 
on the sulphuric acid it would inérease and 
create greater heat, but it would destroy 
the burning effect of the acid. 
MRS, ROZELLE 
was again placed on the stand and her 
cross-examination resumed: Mr. Petrie 
never visited my room on the ilthof May 
last. I never threw anything else into the 
face of Petrie after throwing the vitriol. I 
was examined on the trial of my husband 
in this courtroom and _ testitied in his be- 
half. I may have testified that I threw vit- 
riolon Petrie. If 1 said anything it was 
true. I said at that time that the vitriol 
was in my room for a long while—ever 
since I came fromthe East. I may have 
said that I cried for help when Petrie caught 
hold of me. 1 may have said that 1 hol- 
lered “help” two or three times. If my 
memory is right, I think I stated that 
made a very loud noise when Petrie caught 
hold of my persen and tried to place me on 
the bed. I did holler fot help several times. 
1 believe I stated on that examination 
that I could not say what words 1 
had used, I was so excited. 1 said 
as soon as he -grabbed hold of me 
and threw me on the bed I hollered 
for help. When I was on the bed and cried 
he placed his hand over my mouth. 
I may have used the word help in my ex- 
amination. I think I did as near as I can 
pe 1 may have used the word in 
cross-examination at the trial of Mr. 
Rozelle. When Petrie made the assault on 
mein Mrs. Martin's house I cannot say 
what I stated, I was so excited. I told the 
jury how I threw the vitriol, and I don’t 
think I said I dropped the bottle or auy- 
thing of the disposal of it. I cannot remem- 
ber Petrie opening the door. There was a 
mark on the door a little above the knob.

One of the most important points In the 
whole case has entirely failed to be brought 
out at this trial. Now, as before, Mrs. 
Rozelle swears that she never knew Petrie 

and never spoke to him before the assault. 
Her testimony was at once overwhelmingly 
impeached at the former trial, it being 
abundantly proved that she had been seen 
on the streets and at Bob Eekert's notor- 
jous resort with Petrie agall hours of the 
night. For some unknown reason this 
vital point has been wholly omitted in the 
second trial.

ite Disastrous Kffects on Important 
Industries—How the Iinjary to 


Trade Heactse Directly on the 
Workmen Themselves. 


[American Architect. 

It is gradually becoming evident 
that some stand must be taken against 
the abuse of power by labor organiza- 
tions, if manufacturing ind is to 
continue. Already the dicta of 
unions has destroyed one of the most 
flourishing iron-producing districts in 
England, so that the last furnace, out 
of more than ahundred which were 
once at work there, has recently been 
extinguished, and a similar result 
seems likely to follow the tactics 
adopted in many cases in this country. 
One of the most compact, as well as 
most tyrannical, associations is that of 
the glass-workers. This has about 
7000 members, and includes all the 
operatives in every 
establishment in the United States. 
Noone can be employed in — such 
establishment who does not belong to 
the union, and the officers of the 
latter, by the simple method of 
coercion which consists in calling out 
all the men in a factery at a given 
signal, leaving the proprietors help- 
ess, with their contracts to fulfill, have 
acquired an almost absolute control 
over the business. Of course, one of 
their first exercises of power has 
been in the fixing of a scale of wages, 
and these were at first arbitrarily 
fixed at such a rate that a good work- 
man could earn something like $15 a 
day by blowing eighty dozen bottles. 
As usually hap however, some of 
the mem of union, who did 
not care to exert themselves, even for 
the sake of an increased income, and 
who disliked to see those who did ex- 
ert themselves getting more money 
than themselves, proc the passage 
of arule cutting down the production 
to the capacity of the poorest men 

ut sixty dozen bottles a day, an 
mposing heavy fines on any member 
who tried to better himself by doin 
more than this; so that now the skil 
ful and observant men make their 
sixty dozen bottles in a few hours, and 
are compelled, under severe penalties, 
to spend the rest of the day in idle- 


ness, waiting for their clumsy and lazy N 


fellows to catch up with them. As 
the glass-working establishments are 
under the same code, the manufac- 
turers do not suffer from the extrava- 
ant tariff of wages, but simply shift 

he burden on the consumers by in- 
Cone Se cost of the goods; but the 
unions do not stop there. 

Not — ago a manufacturer came 
to his business one day and found the 
men idle. On inquiry he wasinformed 
that he was required to advance a cer- 
tain workman a dollar. Ashe had 


more before it was due; but the work- 
man coolly explained to him that he 
money left out o week's wages 
and that unless his employer advanced 
him the dollar the factory would be 
struck. Of course there was — 

for it but to hand over the dollar 
work was then resumed. 
A few days 
lace ina wes manufactory be- 
ween the owners and the men, and 
the latter, as usual, resorted to their 
weapons and gave notice that a strike 
would be ordered in thirty days. This 
time, however, me manufacturers re- 
sisted and called upon the others in 
the trade to help them. The appeal 
met with a general response, the 
methods of the unions being about the 
same in all the factories; and it has 
been voted, we are told, if the offend- 
ing factory is struck at the appointed 
time, to close all the glass-blowing es- 
tablishments in the country, and keep 
definitely 


them closed until it shall be 
determined who is to manage the bus- 
ness for the future. 

Another similar struggle has 
for some time going on between 
brick manufacturers of New Yark and 
the Central Labor Union. The walk- 
ing delegates of the latter have, for 
some reason, declared a boycott against 
certain manufacturers, aad not only 
have they stopped work in the latter’s 
yards, but have engaged the teamsters, 
longshoremen and barge hands to re- 
fuse to have anything to do with brick 
made by the offending parties. 
the occasion of the quarrel was we do 
not know, but the other brickmakers of 
the city, after considering the case, 
have resolved to sustain their fellows 
and have already contributed $24, 
toward the expense of ge A and 
are now contempl estab- 
lishment of a system of transportation 
of their own, independent of the pres- 
ent barge tines and teamsters’ asso- 
ciations. Of course, the cost of doing 
all assessments and contribu- 
tions made in aid of the boycotted 
firms will be added next year to the 
price of bricks, and will , in the 
shape of rent, upon the occupants of 
the tenements built with the bricks, 
many of whom will also, probably, 
have lost a considerable part of thelr 
income for the year, either in striking 
on their own account, or in contribu- 
tions to sustain strikes somewhere else, 
so that the poor people, who live from 
hand to mouth, and cannot buy things 


until they are dear, must, in 
pay the whole expense.

light in acting as literary detectives, and 
have hunted down a thought from modern 
times to the remotest ages.

His parallelisms, however, are often as 
weak and far-fetched as Donnelly’s, whith 
is saying a good deal. It is quite true that

the domain of science. Hooke, Sir Chris- 
cophee Wren and Halley asserted the law 
of gravitation before Newten. The story 
of the apple tree is entirely mythieal and is 
not mentioned by Newton’s earlier biogra- 
phers. It seems to have been told by his 
niece, Catherine Barton, to Voltaire. The 
truth ap 8 to be that the general concep- 
tion of the law of gravitation belonged ina 
at measure to the age, flowing as it did 
rom the better understanding of mechan- 
ical laws, which had resulted from the 
labors of Newton’s immediate predecessors. 
The fluxional theory, again, occasioneu the 
most bitter dispute between Newton and 
Leibnitz, who were in reality independent 
discoverers and were both im a measure an- 
ticipated.

NOTES. 

The American Analyst of recent date has 
acolumn or twoupon the best methods of 
cooking wild game. I make some extracts 
therefrom which I hope may be of interest 
to housekeepers. It is an art which needs 
both study and experience in order to make 
the cooking a success: 

Small Game Birds.— The many small 
birds which do not offer bulk enough for 
broiling can be advantageously made into 
ragouts or brown stews. Indeed, unless 
they are intended for the use of invalids 
who require plainly-cooked and digestible 
food, they make the best family dish when 
stewed. There is always more or less waste 
in broiled birds, 
son do

bones, the exceptions being ortolans 
and irds, which have bones so sma 


that they are often eaten entire. Gey, 
European ortolan resembles our bunting.) 
In broiling small birds, they should 
nes carefully, splitdown the back for 

wing, and exposed to the fire from the 
inside; by the time the bones are brown the 
breast will be cooked rare, and the skin 
should be held to the fire only long enough 
to brown it delicately; the proper seasoning 
is salt, pepperand butter; the garnish may 
be of cress, lemon or tart orange. A slice 
of delicately-browned toast adds to the en- 
joyment of the dish. 

Small Game Stewed.—After the birds 
are carefully plucked and drawn, and the 
heads and feet cut off, they should be put 
over the fire in a saucepan with enough 


butter to prevert burning, and browned 
— 1 a thick sprinkling of flour should 
stirred among them, and when it is 


brown enough Uing water added to 
cover them, with a palatable seasoning of 
salt and pepper and any wine or other sea- 
soning. After the seasoning they should 
stew gently until tender. Croutons or 
toast add tothe size and flavor of the dish. 
Of course the e is very well done in 
this dish, and it must needs be. But this 
od of cooking it is the sasest until the 

art is mastered of roasting or broiling it to 
just the point preferred. All overdone 
Toast or broiled game is dry; whereas a 
thoroughly done stew or salmi is juicy 
from the addition of sauce, and is tender if 
cooked slowly and continuously. 
Fried Polenta for Game.—lIn Italy a 
favorite garbish for a ragout of birds is 
fried polenta; this is simply our New Eng- 
land mush or hasty putting, cut when cold, 
rolled in dry Indian meal, and fried like 


doughnuts or croutons. Seasoned with salt 


and pepper and served with a bird laid 
upon eac slice, and sauce upon the plate, 
the fried polenta will be a revelation to

certain epicures prefer the jelly or preserve 
made of damsons. The favorite sauce for 
canvasbacks at a Cleveland table noted for 
its perfection is currant jelly and mustard;

oughly blended with a smail glass of the 
best currant jelly, and allowed to become 

again before-using it. 

Te il. — Among the smaller wild duck teal 
is one of the best; carefully plucked, split 
down the back and drawn without washing 
and then boiled rare, it is absolutely delic- 
lous. The seasoning should be a light dust 
of salt and pepper and a liberal basting of 

butter; a slice of well-made toast 
served under the bird, and the addition of 
any acid jelly, or of a tart orange, sliced, 
flavor. 

Croutons for Garnish.—Slices of bread 
about a half-inch thick, free from eh, are 
cut im the shape of hearts or diamonds and 
fried {ike doughnuts in a frying-kettle half 
full of s woking-hot fat; as soon as they are 
brown they are taken from the hot fat with 
a skimmer, laid upon brown paper for a 
moment to free them from grease, and then 
they are ready to use.

vory of dishes mde from cold duck is pre- 
pared with olives. For the saimi with 
olives, cut the cold duck in pieces about 
three inches across; put them over the fire 
in a saucepan with enough olive oil or but- 
ter to prevent burning, and brown them; 
dust the duck thickly with flour and stir 
until the fleur is brown; then add boiling

It is thie second 
class of offenses—those that bear heavily 
upon one class and lightly upon the other— 
that elicit condemnation from one part of 
the community and evoke sympathy from 
another part, which constitute the chief 
probleu: of niodern jurisprudence and fur- 
nish food for the moralist, since the cry of

or imagination, suffers from its existence. 


‘Obviously the offense which all women 


most heartily condemn will be those from 
which they suffer the deepest injury. Asa 


to rule, the vices of one sex militate against 


* power and hapiness of the other. This 
s especially the case with the minor ones. 
From time immemorial in the absence of 


more exigent matter, woman's foliies have 


been the favorite theme of both pulpit and 
for the obvious reason that men are 
the victims or those follies. 

Her idleness, her selfishness, her duplicity 
in small matters offend his mora! sense, 
Her love of dress, her extravagance prey 
upon his purse. Her high hats obstruet his 
view at the opera. Her lack ef housekeep- 
ing qualities, her neglect of her children 
imperil the comfort and happiness of his 
family, and so on indefinitely. The mas- 
suline vices which disturb the peace of 
women readily come to mind. The inor- 
dinate use of tobacco, intoxicants, the 
spendthrift habits of the gaming table and 

e club-room are some of them. 

There is one crime and only one in the 
entire catalogue of sins, or otherwise, with 
which women are chargeable, that is re- 
sponsible for the attitude of women toward 
her own sex. I need hardly say it is the 
crime of unchastity. The unchaste woman 
is the foe of all womanhood. Her shadow 
on the threshold sends a thrill of terror to 
the heart of every true wife and mother for 
the safetv of her most cherished idols, 
namely, the honor of husband and sons. 
The sisterly sympathy which tne spectacle 
of human degradation under other circum- 
stances might elicit is choked out by this 
all-absorbing terror. The unfairness of 
selecting this as the type of the relation 
which exists between woman and woman 
is the most manifest when, as before stated, 
it can be shown under similar circumstances 
men act in just the same way. For exam- 

le, the smooth Lothario, who with evil in- 

ntinvades the domestic firesides where 
wife and daughters reign supreme, meets 
with no gentle receptien from husband, 
father or brother. His presence is the sig- 
nal for such an outbreak of passion as out- 
Herods all the animosities between men. 
And yet man is not the enemy of man, but 
his best and truest friend, as woman is of 


There is an abundance of testimony, if 
testimony were still —— to ee that 
women are not the enemies, but the natural 
guardians, of their more unfortunate sis 
ters. Until recently all our public institu- 
tions, both penal and curative, were under 
the sole administration of men. The harsh 
measures then often employed to impose 
restraint and secure order a led to the 
humane sentiments of enlightened men and 
women all over the land. Legislatures 
were importuned where legislation was 
neessary, and now we have in nearly, if 
not quite all, the institutions of our ceun- 
try, women installed as associate superin- 
tendents wherever women are among the 
inmates. In many 
have been appointed for our police station; 
steps not likely to be taken if there were 
the slightest apprehension in the public 
mind that women could not be entrusted to 
the tender mercies of their own kind.

The Christmas Turkey. 


A lady writes to the Chicago News: |. 


French works on cooking tell us that poul- 
ny and game should never be washed. 
This may do for French markets and appe- 
tites; but when poultry is sent to market 
undrawn the inside is sometimes sour and 
apt to give an unpleasant taste to the 
stuffing and the flesh as well. If the fowl 
has been drawn as soon as killed and the 
gall has not bven broken, it will not need 
washing; but if there is the least suspicion 
of taint, wash it well in cold water to which 
a teaspoonful of soda and two of salt have 
been added. There is an infinite variety 
of recipes for stuffing a turkey. A plain 
dressing, which is the basis of all, is wade 
of bread crumbs mixed with butter, pepper, 
saltand thyme or sweet marjoram. The 
bread should be soaked in cold water and 
squeezed dry ina towel. The excellence of 
the seasoning will depend upon the skill 
of the cook. Add all seasonings a little at a 
time, and taste to see when you have 
it right. It you have not served am oysten 
soup 2 an oyster or celery stuffing 
is most excellent. Use as — of the 
oyster liquor as may be necessary to moisten 
e b „ diluting with half the quantity of 
water or milk, and about two dozen small 
oysters to a ten-pound turkey. In this case 
an oyster sauce must be served with it. For 
this bring to a boil the 2 of half a pint 
of oysters and one-half pintof milk, also 
boiling, thicken with two teaspoonfuls of 
flour, wet with cold water, add the oysters, 
— one boil, and serve. For a celery stuff- 
ng the celery must be stewed and mixed 
with the bread crumbs, which should have 
been moistened with hot milk. A sauce is 
made by heating a half pint of milk, thicken 
it ag above, and adding celery that has been

But 1 attach little weight 
to this function; they hardly ever read

The sense, to the healthy mind, of being 
gthened or enervated by reading is 
just as definite and unmistakable as the 
sense, to a healthy body, of being in fresh 
or foul air; aud no more arrogance is in- 
volved in forbidding the reading of an un- 
wholesome book than in a physician’s or- 
dering the windows te be opened in a sick- 
room. There is no question whatever con- 
cerning these matte with any per- 
son who honestly desires to be in- 
formed about them—the real arrogance 
is — * expressing judgments, either 
ot books or anything else, respecting which 
we have taken no trouble to be informed. 
Life beipg very short, and the quiet hours 
of it few, we ought to waste none of them 
in ing valueless books; and valuable 
books should, in a civilized country, be 
within the reach of every one, printed ſu ex- 
cellent form, for a just price; but not in any 
vile, vulgar, or. by reason of smallness of type, 
physically injurious form, for a vile price. 
For we none of us need many books, and 
those which we need ought to be clear! 
— on the best paper, strongly bound. 
would urge upon every young woman to 
obtain, as soon as she can, by the severest 
ecouomy, a restricted, serviceable, and 
steadily—however slowly—increasing, ser- 
ies of books for use through life; making 
her little library, of all the furniturein her 
room, the most studied and decorative 
iece; every volume its assigned place, 
ike a little statue in its niche. 


What a Wife Ought to Know. 

Mrs. Dinah Muloch Craig has the follow- 
ing suggestions in one of her articles on 
woran’s responsibilities in money matters: 
Very few men have the time or the patience 
to make a shilling go as far as it can; but 
women have. Especially a woman whose 
one thought is to save her husband from 
having burdens greater than he can bear; 
to help him by that quiet carefulness in 
money matters which alone gives an easy 
mind and a real enjoyment of life: to take 
care of the pennies—in short, that he may 
have the ponnds free for all his lawful 
needs, and lawful pleasures, too. 

Surely there can be no sharper pang to a 
loving wife than to see her husband stag- 
gering under the weight of family life, 
worked almost to death in order to dodge 
“the wolf at the door,“ joy less in the pres- 
ent, terrified at the future; and yet all’ this 
might have been averted if the wife had 
only known the value ana use of money, 
and been able to keep what her husband 
earned, to eut her coat according to her 
cloth,” for any income is limited“ unless 

rou can teach yourself to live within it, to 
‘waste not,“ and therefore to waut not.“ 
But this is not always the woman’s fault. 
Men insist blindly on a style of living 
which their means will not allew; and 
many a wife has been cruelly blamed for 
living at a rate of expenditure unwarranted 
by her husband’s means, and which his 
condition made absolutely dis- 
zonest, had she known it. But she did not 
know it, be being too careless or too 
cowardly to tell; and she had not the sense 
to inquire or find out. , 

Every mistress of a household, especially 
every mother, ought to know what the fam- 
ily income is and where it comes from, and 
thereby preveut all needless extravagance. 
Half the miserable or disgraceful bank- 
ruptcies never would happen if the wives 
had the sense and courage to stand firm and 
insist on knowing enough about the family 
income to expend it pruportionately to re- 
strain, as every wife should, a too lavish 
husband, or, failing in that, to deny herself 
all luxuries which she can not righteously 
afford. Above all, to bring up her children 


in tender carefulness that refuses to mulct 


“the governor” out of one unnecessary 
half-penny, or to waste the money he works 
so hard for in their thoughtless amusement.

Women who have sons to rear, and dread 
the demoralizing influences of bad asso- 
ciates, ought to understand the nature of

The Pasadena Club—A Wild Struggle 
Among the Vines—Treeing Oats 
and Coons—Don Arturo Bandini's 
Adventure with a Lynx... - 


PASADENA, Dec. 9.—{Correspondence 
of Tue Trues.] A few mornings ago, 
just as the sun was rising over the 
purple snow banks of the upper Sierras, 
the melodious notes of a hunting horn 
might have been heard vn Orange 
Grove avenue, Pasadena. It was soon 
answered by another, then the clank- 
ing of bits and spurs, the occasional 
bay of a hound, with more music from 
the horns—awoke late sleepers, and it 
dawned upon those interested that the 
first meet of the Pasadena Hunt.Club 
was to come off. In fact, it was an ac- 
complished fact, and those who 
answered the summons found Don 
Arturo Bandini and Mr. Charles Win- 
ston surrounded by as fine a pack of 
seventeen or more hounds as can be 
mustered in Los Angeles ag Mr. 
W. Elliott, Col. Darracott, wyer 


Hyatt and a number of gentlemen from 


Los Angeles were on the ground, and 
as the writer ined them the 


notes of the bugle rose again and 


echoed off among the orange trees, 
and d and horses 

down the road leading to the Arroyo 
Seco, where the hunt was to take place. 
Mr. Bandini and Mr. Winston were 
masters of the hunt, and took charge 
with all the skill that years of experi- 


can only bring. Both 
belon to the old hunting club 8 


hunted wildcats over what is now 
city of Pasadena. Mr. dini was 
armed with a light rifle, and mindful 
of his experience with a lynx a short 
time before, that nearly tore his clothes 
from his body, wore a fine huntin 
short sword’ that is in 
a curiosity, having been looted 
from some of the palaces of Paris dur- 
ing the time of the Commune, a French- 
man leaving it to Mr. Bandini at his 
death. The handle is rhinocerous horn 
mounted in gold plate; the guard orna- 
mented with the heads of stag and 
boar. Originally intended for the chase 
of the wild boar in-Europe, it is now 
used upon the wildcats and other large 
e of Southern California. ’ 
dini’s record for this fall is over 
nine wildcats. Mr. Winston bein 
— 3 in such matters, 
was no little confidence that the 
hunt was commenced. 
The moment the dogs entered the 
Arroyo they showed their breeding; 
not a moment was lost, and each one, 
yon. for prey, bush 
and began to search. o quick, sharp 
baying sounded from point to 
point,. here, there and everywhere; 
now long and tellin 
of old Ranger; now quick * inspirit- 
ing, like the note of a bel 
Music; while other old and tried ogs 
lent their voices to swell the noise. 
Before the hunters had all reached the 
center of the arroyo „ down which 
they were to follow, a dog announced 
a hot scent, and in a moment later the 
entire pack wasin fullrun. Babel let 
loose a musical roar, that could have 
been heard miles away. A rush 
through the chaparral, a confusion of 
wild cries, sharp shrieks of rage and 
pain from young dogs, a pile of hounds 
revolving around a black object, that 
occasionally was seen viciously cling- 
ing to a dog, with sharp white teeth, a 
final rush,and the hounds fell back 
and displayed an enormous coon, 
caught on his way to breakfast, surely 
not napping. This argued well for 
the hunt, which had really not 
commenced, the dogs, treating 
their owners to a coon, by 
way of introduction to ter 
festivities. To rout out at 6:30 to join a 
pack of hounds at 7, might seem un-

The method of procedure was one 
that commended itself tothe ease-lov- 
ing hunter. It was to walk the horses 
slowly down the head of the stream or 
by its side and wait, Micawber fashion, 
for something toturn up. The dogs 
were «overing the entire width of the 
arroya, baying fitfully, but suddenl 
Ranger ran over a fresh scent, an 
lifted up his veice so loudly that every 
dog dashed in his direction and every 
hunter was seized with a desire to do 
something. In less time than it takes 
to tell it the dogs were in full cry, and 
tearing through the bush to the west, 
horses foliowing the best they could,

tail of a red fox flashed for a moment.

ry. John Plowman still far too 
careless of his wealth (more’s the pity), 
but I really think he’s beginning to 
more careful of his money. 

“And he hu a reason to do so,”’ 
answered I. for it must have made a 
good deal of difference to him in for- 
mer times. if one may judge by the old 
Saxon proverb, All men are descended 
from Adam except the Tib plowman, 
but when Tib grows rich, men come 
and call him their dear brother.. 

“Tib ought to grow rich now, re- 
joined the Vicar. laughing, for 
whereas he got only from 6 shillings 
to 9 shillings a week formerly (as I 

, now), he gets now- 
from 15 shillings to 18 
shillings. And while wages have been 
rising, the price of food, clothes, etc., 
has fallen to eras one-half what it 
used to be, so that the laborers are bet- 
ter off in two ways. The only thing 
that costs more than it used to dois 
house rent, which has certainly gone 
up a good deal. Thirty or forty years 
ago (say about the time of the Crimean 
war) a laborer could get for 18 
with four rooms 
and a garret and a little patch of gar- 
den like those that 1 see down yon- 
der beside the pond, whereas now he 
would have to pay for the same cottage 
at least 4 shillings a week, and very 
possibly 5 shillings. But that’s the 
only drawback, for in all other points 
there’s been a wonderful improvement. 
In the first village school with which I 
had to do at least one-third of the chil- 
dren were barefoot, and most of the 
others were poorly clothed, whereas 
now—as you can see for yourself— 
they're all as neat and well-dressed as 
any one could wish to have -them. 
There’s still much to be done, no 
doubt, but still, thank God! a good 
deal has been done already.“

So ended our talk, which gave me 
abundant food for reflection. It is 
happily true that the British laboring 
classes as a.whole have left behind for- 
ever that gloomy time when many a 
hard-working Englishoian could find 
no better covering for his children on 
a freezing winter night than his own 
tattered jacket, and he had to make a 
common butcher’s block serve him 
alike for table and chair. Since Kings-

An in- 
teresting question will come up as 
to what constitutes a fair price for 
the required machinery. he law 
says that the engines, etc., shall be of 
domestic manufacture. No marine 
machinery as heavy as will be required 
for the two ships has ever been con- 
structed in the United States, and a 
comparison with the cost of the same 
machinery in England or France 
would not be an adequate guide to the 
Secretary in deciding this question, be- 
cause of the operation of our tariff sys- 
tem.

Arrangingand Painting Hives. 
A writer in the Prairie Farmer says: 
While driving lately I saw what ap-

t was an apiary, on a knoll covered 
with thick blue-grass sod. The hives 
were nicely painted and placed equi- 
distant from each other, in regular 
rows. It was a city of bees, with 
streets well sodded, which had been 
clipped with the lawn-mower. There 
is no tool of modern times which adds 
so much to the beauty of our homes as 
this when intelligently used, 
A hive should stand firm and true, 
and a little higher at the back than xt 
the front. If the hives lean or stand 
flat on the ground the brood combs or 
the surplus will not be built straight. 
This is very important. Every frame 
of comb should be built so that it can

Leaky roofs are an 
abomination and should not be toler- 
ted, as bees cannot stand wet, and 
their instinct leads them to propolis 
against it.

The Saxon Merino. 
(Kansas City Stock Record.) 

In a contribution to the American 
Agriculturist, -Leonard A. Jenkins of 
Dresden, Germany, writes: 
„Perhaps the most remarkable flock 
of merino sheep in the worid is to be 
found at Leutewitz, near Meissen, Ger- 
many. Here have been bred for four 
generations of men the descendants of 
the famous importations of Spanish 
merinos to Saxony in 1765 and 1778. 
At present these sheep average in 
weight: Rams, 220 to 265 pounds, and 
ewes, 145 to 175 vounds; and the un- 
washed wool, from rams, 17 to 23 
N and from ewes, 13 to 15 pounds. 

n the mutton, the fat is well mingled 
with the muscle, and not accumulated 
in inedible masses, and its quality is 
now regarded as approaching the 
Southdown. The unsurpassed fineness 
of the Saxon fleeces is recognized every- 
where. 
„The flock consists of about a thou- 
sand animals, yielding some ninety 
lambs to each hundred ewes. If a ewe 
drops twins, the weaker is killed unless 
there is quite certainly nourishment 
enough for both of them. Under no 


t | circumstances is an imperfect animal 


bred from. The breeding age is—for 
rams, from two to nine years old; for 
ewes, two and a half to nine yeafs old. 
The sheep are carefully separated into 
several small flocks, the ewes and rams 
always by themselves and divided ac- 
cording to age. An accurate register 
is kept of each animal, so that from 
the beginning it is known exactly what 
blood is im each sheep. e wool 
brings a good price, and is always in
